AsHE»  OS  Potatoes. — Hard  wood  ashes 
are  uue  of  the  most  valuable  kinds  of  ma- 
nure, especially  adapted  to  potatoes,  which 
now-a-days  are  80  sensative  to  decaying 
manures.  Gkestcr  Beidling,  of  Orange 
county,  New  Y'otk,  writes  that  he  applied 
uuleached  ashes  to  the  potatoe  hills,  after 
first  and  second  hoeings,  at  the  rale  altogeth- 
er of  about  15  barrels  per  acre.  Two  rows 
through  the  centre  which  wore  not  ashed, 
yielded  at  the  lale  of  197^  bushels  per  acre, 
while  the  others  produced  at  the  rate  of  280 
bushels  per  acie.  There  was  no  perceptible 
difTerence  between  the  rows  ashed  once  and 
tho.se  ashed  twice.  Will  ashes  continneto 
be  beneficial?  Adressing  of  ashes  will  show- 
its  good  effects  several  years  on  grass,  grain, 
etc.,  and  maiked  good  eticcts  will  be  no- 
ticed from  liberal  applications  each  year  on 
the  same  land  but  this  is  usually  not  an 
economical  practice.

I  btiild  on 
that  confidence."  They  are  right.  It  is  a 
lawful  and  just  ground  to  build  upon.  So 
long  as  the  trnth  remains  in  the  child  there 
is  something  to  depend  upon;  but  when 
truth  is  gone  all  is  lost,  unless  the  child  is 
speedily  won  back  to  veracity.  Children,

The  dark  clouds  of  rebel  ion  and  war,  which 
loweicd  upon  our  country,  obscuring  with 
the  smoke  of  terrific  conflict  and  bloody 
battle  the  star-gems  of  sister  States  of  the 
Union,  have  broken  away,  and  one  by  one, 
their  light  again  appears  in  the  galaxy  of 
the  Union,  blending  their  radiance  in  uni- 
ti'd  harmony,  to  illume  the  pathway  of  our 
j  great  anil  free  ^leople  in  the  grand  piogresK 
[  of  nationality. 

I  Every  prompting  of  patriotism  com- 
juiands  us  to  give  our  united  and  individual 
aid  to  promote  and  forward  that  complete 
t  Union  and  haimoiiy  so  requisite  to  our 
piogivsrtion  and  happiness,  which  has  been 
so  uiifiirtuuately  disturbed.  .  'J^f^JH* 
'I'll*  passions  and  prejudices  evoked  by 
the  conflict  should  be  cast  away,  and  dis- 
passionate, prudent,  and  wise  counsels  be 
pursued.  It  is  a  time  which  demands  dis- 
cient  counsels  and  considerate  statesman- 
ship, and  the  banishment  from  Executive 
Chambers  aud  Legislative  Halls  of  all 
partisan  a.'-perities,  all  temporizing  expe- 
dients for  )iarty  ouds.  and  all  captious  op- 
position tu  inevitable  and  unavoidable  cou- 
clunions. 

Trusting  that  you  coiiii)  together  with 
the  patriotic  determination  to  so  shape  your 
action  as  to  promote  the  highest  and  best 
interests  of  onr  beloved  State,  it  affords  nie 
pleasure  to  lay  before  you  sneh  facts  bear- 
ing upon  the  state  of  the  Commonwealth 
as  are  deemed  of  importance  to  your  pres- 
ent assembly. 

In  giving  a  view  of  the  state  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, it  is  necessary,  in  order  to  a 
proper  appieciatiou  of  our  present  favora- 
ble condition,  that  you  should  Lave  a 
synoptical  statement  of  our  connection  with 
the  great  struggle  for  the  maintenance  of 
our  national  existeni-c. 

Official  returns  from  the  vaiious  counties 
of  the  State  show  that  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  rebellion,  and  before  our  popu- 
lation was  disturbed  by  the  war,  in  thehrst 
of  the  year  1861,  the  white  males  in  the 
State  above  the  age  of  21  years  numbered 
191,391;  and  while  males  between  the  ages 
of  18  aud  4b  yeais.  called  "Enrolled  Mili- 
tia," numbered  137,211.  The  returns  at 
the  conimeucoment  ol  the  present  year — 
18G5 — show  a  considerable  diminution 
since  the  commencement  of  the  war.  The 
retuins  lor  the  present  year  give  the  number 
ol  males  over  21  years  at  160,749,  and  be- 
tween the  oges  of  18  and  45  year.s,  at  103,- 
401.  This  dimini.'thment  is  accounted  for 
by  the  absence,  at  the  lime  of  Inking  the 
list-,  of  our  >oldiers  in  the  armies;  and  by 
the  fact  that,  nci-oi'<iiiig  to  the  best  and 
nio'^t  reliable  estimales,  uliout  15,000  to 
'20,008  of  our  populations  left  for  the  rebel 
ainiie!). 

The  enrollment  of  1863  by  the  United 
Stales  authorities  of  white  males  between 
llie  age.■^  of  20  and  45  years  numbered  112,- 
742;  an  I  in  18l>4  numbered  11;!. 410.  The 
enrollment  of  "colored"  males  between  the 
nge.si.l  20  aud  45  for  18G4  numbered  20,083. 
Making  an  ai;gn>gate  within  the  military 
age,  of  white  an  I  "coloied"  males,  of  133,- 
403. 

The  muster  rolls  in  the  office  of  the  Adju- 
tant (jiencral  show  that  we  famished  to  the 
Federal  armies — most  of  them  three 
year's  men — 153,975  white  soldiers,  against 
an  enrollment  of  113,410.  The  rolls  on 
file  in  the  same  oflice  show  the  mniter-in 
of  20,438  "coloied  Hoops;  and  other  evi- 
dences on  file  show  I  bot  about  5,000  more 
were  enlisted,  but  not  yet  reported  to  that 
oflice  by  muster  roll-;  making  an  aggregate 
colored  troops  of  25.438. 

The  inciea^e  in  the  number  ol  colored 
troops  above  the  cnrolluieiit  is  attributable 
to  the  fact  that  regard  was  not  had  to  offe 
in  their  enlistment.  "Color"  was  regard- 
ed as  sufficient  qualification. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that,  with  a  white 
and  black  male  population  between  the 
ages  of  20  and  45  years  amounting  to  133,- 
742,  we  contributed  89,413  to  the  armies. 
Besides  the  hundreds  ef  Home  tjluards  en- 
gaged in  local  defense  ihrongbout  the  pe- 
riod of  the  rebellion,  we  alho  had  in  the 
Slate  service,  for  variou.'s  periods,  13,526 
militia  or  State  troops,  paid  and  subsisted 
by  the  State. 

The  fads  and  figuies  amply  vindicate 
the  devoted  loyally  of  our  people,  and  are 
a  sufficient  answer  to  the  slereoty|)ed  slan- 
ders so  persistently  urged  in  some  quarters 
agaiuat  our  noble  State.  Holding,  as  wo 
have,  with  steady  and  unfaltering  hand, 
the  dangerous  and  exposed  position  of  a 
loyal  border  Stale  during  the  rebellion,  we 
have  at  the  same  time  furnished  our  full 
proportion  of  the  defenders  of  our  Union 
faith,  despite  the  alluriegs  of  sectional 
sympathy,  and  the  unjust  bufl'clings  from 
those  who  professed  to  be  friends. 

Ours  was  not  the  loyalty  which  draws  its 
subsistence  from  promi.sod  proffil,  and  its 
courage  from  dislant  danger,  but  that  un- 
yielding devotion  !o  principle  which  nei- 
ther loss  oj  property  nor  present  danger 
could  ovetcome.  (steady  and  unshaken  as 
our  eternal  bills  in  our  fidelity  to  the 
I  Union — onward  and  unchecked  as  ourever- 
i  lasting  streams — flowed  the  rosi.stless  cur- 
rent of  Kentucky  loyalty,  crimsomed  with 
the  blood  of  her  noble  sons. 

During  the  pendency  of   the  war  our 
State  expende*l,  in  aid  of  the  Government 
in  the  prosecution  of  the  war,  and  for  which 
we  hold  vouchers  against  the  United  Slates, 
the  sum  of  «9,268,2-24  98.    Of  this  sum 
we  have  had  refunded  in  Government  secu- 
rities, which  answered  the  place  of  money, 
'  the  sura  of  81,051,000,    and   from  other 
means  8^7,230  77;  amounting  in  the  ag- 
jgregate  to  81,109,230  77.    This  leaves  in 
favor  of  the  State  against  the  United  .Stales 
a  balance  of  §2,150,994  21.     From  this 
amount  should  be  dediicled  the  State's  pro- 
portion of  the   820,000,000  direct  tax, 
which  the  L«gi>laluie,  by    lesolution  np. 
piDVod  Dec.  2od,  1801.  ussuinod    to  pay.
